Under the form owuiuiinistration known 
as li'jspbnsiblp Govcrnmont the Ministry 
are supposed lo be over anxious to know 
woat popular opiuiou is upon nil tho lead- 
ing topics of tlio day. "What snith tho 
People?" is prosumod to bo tho standing 
enquiry; and thus it is that Ministers are 
suppo!-e;l to avail thcmsel'veB of every 
public gathering for tffe double purpose 
of learning the views of the pcoplu and 
enunciating their own. In vrhav, singular 
contrast with all this is the conduct of 
tho present Government. The local or- 
giin exhibits u very signiticant but para- 
'loxical disinclintttion on tho part of its 
masters to listen to the vox populi. Tho 
Saauich meeting is sneeringly alluded to 
asa ',')^ol%Hiid corner" meeting, and a 
''signal failufe" because; it miist bo pro- 
sunied, that meeting nyhh nearly unani- 
mous ia denunciation of the present Ad- 
ministration. Tho Esquimau meeting is 
similarly characterized, presumably for 
alike reason. To their own sorrow and 
discomfort, the Ministry know well that, 
the Saanioh meeting was neither a "hole 
and corner" one nor a failure; and every 
frusii sueor at it coriHtitutes but an addi- 
tional "nail in their political oolKn." 
Every effort was doubtless made to frns- 
trato any attempt at an expression ol popu- 
Ltr opnuoii at lja(iui[ualt; but the best 
evidence of non-s>nccess is found :n the 
fact that the Premier dfrfjfo/ dare to/ace it! 
Hj "iuiiked" in thu most craven and un- 
Ht>itoRmanliku manner. Not a Minister 
dared to show himself, so deep was the.r 
imy couviecions of political guilt. Thej 
knew that they had imposed upon the 
people with a sham dock scheiue, and 
they had not the nerve to face the expos 
ure. But surely the boasting Premier 
does not seriously expect to succeed in 
stemming the tide of popular opinion by 
enoh means. To hope to do ho is to ex- 
hibit very gross ignorance or very great 
inipertinenco. Let tho Ministry sneer 
away at jiublic meetings. The p«ople 
"nill know how to avenge the insult. 

A Growl tvdm tho Russtan Bear. 

The Mir, one ot llio great daily papers 
of the Ilussiau capital, published nn ex- 
tremely acrimonious article on England 
and her treatment of the Shuh of Persia. 
Ever since liussiawas asked to delino the 
Afghan frontier, the Bui sian Fresa tiave 
found it diiScult to restrain theirfeelinga, 
ani the grand reoeption given to the Per- 
sian mooaroh has oausedithe malignity of 
M.'r to boil over. It speaks about "Bloody 
Albion," "tlie hi.lden growl of the perli- 
dioiis and cruel tiger," and alluilo.s to tho 
Sepoy mntiny as "tho general rebellion, 
excitud by English polioy and sustained 
by English gold, to supply an opportuni- 
ty for the plunilor of the Indian Prin- 
ces." "The English journals, Ministers 
and Parliament," suys thu Mir, "are en- 
deavoring to give tho Sliali a 'brilliant re- 
ception.' " "Money is no object," it is 
a.ided. '"But if jjroud Albion is doingall 
she can to astonish the ^liali by the pomp 
and luxury of her Kcce[jtion, it is only to 
efface from his mind ihe plcsiug remin- 
iscences hu took with him from St. Pe- 
tersburg. It IS clear that in all the fes- 
tivities in honor of the Bhah England is 
Bliowing her spilo against Kusaia, rather 
than hur frioiiddiiu for Persia." Stung l)y 
this act of treachery, tlie llusvian jonrnal- 
ist rusues into hia long invective about 
intrigue aud roguc-rj and sanguinary dra- 
mas, intersperst'it with such oxcpiiailo 
metaphors iis sireu songs of thu Bri- 
tish tiger," who ia intent on making a 
moral conquest. This is strange language 
for the llurtsiuu f!(;i;r to hold towards tliu 
British iiioii wliL^ii Lheir cub:i are mating! 



The ^'Times'* on Canada. 

The Times devoted a very long leoding 
article to tlie patriotic work of proving 
that tho Iinperul guarnniee to tlie Pacitiu 
Kail way was really ueiliier more nor less 
than a bribe to induce Canada to sanction 
tho Treaty of Wasliingtou. Having suc- 
ceeded, to its own aatidfaotion no doubt, 
it v.^ntare i to uxpt'esi tue following 
opinion on the feasibility of tiie hcIiollio

Jieves thu railway from oeeun to ocoaii 
will prove ol iiiimeuse advanlago toUana- 
da, and Mr. Kubcrt l''o.vlor, having iiouru 
flattering descriptions of the country 
through which it la to pass, is ro.idy lo bu 
hopofnl;.,but we suppose there is nut a 
single mau on the Treasury iiench who 
does not regard tho prujeut as u spocula- 
tioa upou which the savings of Canada 
will bo ruin.-n«ly wasted, It would have 
biion kind to disnbiise tho Canadian mind

Fortunately for the Dominion, proliably 
for the iilmpiro at luige, tho interest of tho 
Jimes' utterances on Canadian iitfairs is 
only measured by thoir absurdity and by 
tho oKtronio ignorance tlioy display.
